1. (Currently Amended) A method of providing data objects to user commun i cat i on app li cationo 
or terminals of subscribers i n conn e ct i on w i th subscr i b e rs establish i ng commun i cation e vents 
w i th oth e r subscr i bers, in a first telecommunications network compr i sing both having first 
subscribers with autonomous type us e r communicat i on app li cations or terminals that compr i se 
funct i ona li ty for cl ie nt bas e d r e tr i eva l of data objocts and-also second subscribers with network 
type us e r commun i cat i on appl i cat i ons o r terminals , wherein the autonomous type terminals 
comprise functionality for client-based retrieval of data objects and wherein the network type 
terminals- that rely on functionality in the network to provide for retrieval of data objects, 
charact e riz e d i n that the method compr i sos th e fo ll ow i ng st e ps comprising : 

associating each of the first and second subscribers with the corresponding a -type of 

determining an occurr e nc e occurrences of a-triggering-eveflt events indicating-a 
communication-even t events between-twe subscribers; and 

upon determination of-a each triggering event, th e n e twork selectively providing data 
object retrieval only to-the subscribers associated with network type-user 
commun i cat i on app li cat i ons or terminals. 
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2. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1, characterized i n that th e method 
furth e r compr i s e s th e st e p o f further comprising : 

associating a us e r commun i cat i on app l icat i on or terminal capability with at least one of 
the second subscribers subscrib e r of the network : 
and i n that th e st e p of th e n e twork wherein providing data object retrieval only to tbe-subscribers 
associated with network type us e r commun i cat i on app li cat i ons or terminals , prov i d e s comprises 
providing data retrieval in view of afl-the associated us e r commun i cat i on app li cat i on or terminal 
capabilities capab ili ty of th e subscrib e r . 

3. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 or 2, character i zed i n that tho method 
furth e r compr i s e s th e st e p o f further comprising : 

a ssoc i at i ng a functiona li ty typ e of n e twork w i th at l e ast on e oth e r n e twork, i f the othor 
n e twork compr i s e s a funct i ona li ty accord i ng to claim 1 ; 

determining jf -whether a subscriber involved in-the -a first communication event belongs 
to anoth e r a second network-o^not and A if the subscriber belongs to anoth e r the 
second network, then d e t e rm i n i ng if that n e twork i s assoc i at e d w i th tho 
funct i ona li ty typo of notwork, and i f i t i s th e n selectively letting that oth e r the 
second network provide for th e funct i ona li ty according to c l a i m 1 data object 
retrieval to the subscriber based on whether the second network provides data 
object retrieval for network type terminals . 
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4. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 or 2, charactor i zod in that tho 
m e thod furth e r compr i s e s the stop o f further comprising : 

associat i ng a funct i ona li ty typo of n e twork w i th at l e ast on e othor n e twork, i f tho othor 
n e twork compr i sos a functiona li ty accord i ng to claim 1 ; 

determining tf -whether a subscriber involved in-the -a first communication event belongs 
to anoth e r a second network-QH^et and if the subscriber belongs to anoth e r the 
second network, then d e t e rm i n i ng i f that n e twork is assoc i at e d w i th tho 
funct i ona l ity typ e of n e twork, and i f i t i s not thon selectively not tho network 
providing data object retrieval to the subscribe r i n qu e st i on -based on whether the 
second network provides data object retrieval for network type terminals . 

5. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 4, charactor i zed in that th o method 
furth e r compr i s e s th e stop o f further comprising : 

only providing data objects of a text nature to subscribers belonging to the second 
network-e 



6. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 4, charact e r i z e d i n that th e m e thod 
furth e r compr i sos tho stop o f further comprising : 

only providing data objects of an audio nature to subscribers belonging to the second 
network oth e r n e tworks .

requesting a phone page number service to determine a phone page web server; 

requesting a data object of the phone page web server; and 

providing the data object received from the phone page web server to_a the-subscriber 
involved in a first communication event i n qu e st i on . 



8. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 , charact e r i z e d i n that th e stop of tho 
n e twork wherein providing data object retrieval comprises th e st e ps of : 

requesting a data holder to provide a data object to a the-subscribe r involved in a first 
communication event i n qu e st i on . 
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9. (Currently Amended) A filtering server of a communication network arranged to provide data 
objects to us e r commun i cat i on app li cat i ons or terminals of subscribers in conn e ct i on w i th 
subscr i bers e stab l ish i ng communicat i on e v e nts w i th oth e r subscr i bors , the communication 
network compr i s i ng both having first subscribers with autonomous type us e r commun i cat i on 

alse second subscribers with network type us e r commun i cat i on app li cat i ons o r terminals i 
wherein the autonomous type terminals comprise functionality for client-based retrieval of data 
objects and wherein the network type terminals4 nat rely on functionality in the network to 
provide for retrieval of data objects, charact e riz e d in that wherein the filtering server is arranged 
to: 

associate each of the first and second subscribers with the corresponding a -type of usef 

determine an occurronco occurrences of a-triggering-even t events indicating-a 
communication-even t events between4w© subscribers; and 

upon determination of-a each triggering event, to provide data object retrieval only to4he 
subscribers associated with network type us e r commun i cat i on app li cat i ons or 
terminals.

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1 1 . (Currently Amended) The filtering server of claim 9, wherein said communication network 
comprises a telecommunications network, and wherein said filtering server is arranged to: 
determine the occurr e nc e occurrences of a-a-triggering-even t events indicating-a 

communication-eveft t events between4we subscribers by intercepting call set-up 
control for bearer channels between a caller and a callee; 
associate the type of us e r communicat i on appl i cat i on or terminal with subscribers of the 
network by determining the callee and whether the callee is a subscriber of the 
telecommunications network, determining a callee profile if the callee is a 
subscriber of the telecommunications network, and determining a caller and a 
caller profile; and 

upon determination of-a each triggering event, to provide data object retrieval only to-toe 
subscribers associated with network type us e r commun i cat i on app li cat i ons or 
terminals by: 

arranging for a callee data object to be made available to caller if the caller profile 
indicates filtering server retrieval of the callee data object; 

allowing the caller to arrange for retrieval of the callee data object if the caller 
profile indicates caller retrieval of callee data object; 

arranging for a caller data object to be made available to the callee if the callee is 
a subscriber of the telecommunications network and if the caller profile 
indicates filtering server retrieval of caller data object; and 

allowing the callee to arrange for retrieval of the caller data object if the callee is 
a subscriber of the telecommunications network and if the callee profile 
indicates callee retrieval of caller data object. 
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
